GEN. SHERMAN. 
HE DOES NOT WANT THE PRESIDENCY. 

Wasurnaron, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special. |— 
Baltimore Sun has this statement as to the dec- 
laration of Gen. Sherman to a persona! friend: 
He said in the most positive manner that 
he could only reiterate what he had pre- 
viously uttered as to the mention of his 
name for the Presidency. If he was nominated 
by acclamation in the convention and received 
the Electoral vote of every State in the Union 
he would still decline. He looked forward for 
the remnant of his days to a lte 
of comfort and ease, and an entire freedom 
from care or worry of any kind. 
He thought it would be the supremest kind of 
Wolly for him to be tempted by the bauble of 
the Presidency to enter the White House and 
have four years of strife, contention, irritation, 
and criticism to encounter. To accept the 
Presidency would necessitate his retiring from 
the army, and at the end of four years he 
would be remanded to private life just like 
Grant, who was trying to earn living 
in the precarious occupation of a broker 
in Wall street. Some people might envy 
Arthur, but his ineumbency of the 
White House was one as remote as 
possible from satisfaction and comfort, and 
when he left it he would be very apt to leave it 
without credit or honor. The office of Presi- 
dent, he said, was surrounded with so much 
that wa@difficult, so much that was unpleas- 
ant, so much that was unsatisfying, that before 
long instead of men of high character and 
statesmanship seeking for it the trouble would 
be to induce them to accept. No,“ said he in 
conclusion, ‘* people may belieye it or not, just 
as they please, but there is and can be no possi- 
bie. contingency which would induce me to 
thidk for one moment of taking the office.”

THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 
THEY WILL HOLD THEIR NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION AT PITTSBURG MAY 21. 

The Probibition Home Protection party has 
tssued a call for a National Convention, to be 
held in Pittsburg May 21,to nominate candi- 
dates for President, to adopt a prohibition plat- 
form, and to transact business as the conven- 
tion may deem proper. The call is issued to 
all citizens, without distinction of section, sex, 
race, or color, who are in favor of making 
the prohibition question a National one 
and killing the manufacture and sale of liquor 
in this country through the medium of Nation- 
al law. There will be one delegate for every 
250 votes cast for prohibition candidates in 
each of the thirteen principal States and one 
for every 250 regular voters in each of the other 
States and Territories who sign a prescribed 
call for county and State conventions to select 
delegates to the Pittsburg affair. The county 
conventions will select delegates to the State or 
Territorial conventions, and by the latter the 
National delegates will be chosen. The call is 
issued from the Chicago headquafters of the 
party, No. 87 Washington street.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 23.—[Speolal.]I—In con- 
versation with Mr. P. W. Garfield, of this city, 
the following facts of interest to the public in 
regard to Blaine’s forthcoming book were ob- 
tained. Mr. Garfield is one of the prominent 
bookdealers of the city and has opportunities 
for knowing whereof he speaks. He said: 
The delay in the publication of the Blaine 
book has been a source of great loss to many 
men.

CAMPBELL VS. CAMPBELL. 


Savannah, Ga, in a Famous 


Some Racy Testimony by the Wife, Who 
Is Finally Awarded Heavy

The Oase Appealed by the Husband

SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—In the 
celebrated divorce case of William Campbell, 
of New York, against his wife, Anna Louise 
Campbell, arguments for the removal of the 
case from the State to the United States Dis- 
trict Court were heard yesterday, and late last 
night Judge Locke rendered a decision remand- 
ing it back to the State court. Defendant's 
counsel gave notice of an appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. 
No more sensational legal proceedings are re- 
corded in Georgia than those which led to 
Judge Locke's decision. Dec. 13, 1881, there 
arrived in Savannah on one of the New York 
boats William Campbell, the defendant, his 
wife, their 6year-old daughter, J. B. Harris, 
Mr. Campbell's confidential clerk, and a viva- 
cious French maid, called Marie Nickell. From 
the testimony elicited after the case got into 
the courts it appears that Mr. and Mrs. 
Campbell were married in New York 
in 1875. He was the senior member 
of the firm of Campbell, Temple 
& Campbell, manufacturers of wall-paper. 
During the year and a half previous to their 
arrival in Savannah the couple had developed 
incompatibility of temper, which precipitated a 
series of separations and reconciliations. Each 
charged the other with infidelity and innumer 
able other shortcomings incompatible with 
marital felicity. This period was further en- 
livened by divorce proceedings, which ended 
in the award of a bill of separation and $35,000 
alimony for the wife. Previous to the pro- 
ceedings Mrs. Campbell alleges she was hound- 
ed by detectives in her husband's hire, who 
left no stone unturned in a vain attempt to 
prove her faithless. According to the lady’s 
story the award changed her husband's desire 
tor a separation, and his pleadings for forgive- 
ness ended in another reconciliation. | 
ANOTHER OUTBREAK OF THE TROUBLES. 
When they started for Savannah, however, 
their cat-and-dog existence was again at its 
hight. On the boat they occupied dfferent 
staterooms, did not accompany each other at 
the table, and hardly spoke. Each laid the 
blame at the door of the other. The steamer 
reached the dock at breakfast-time. When 
Mrs. Campbell finished her meal her hus- 
band and his clerk had left the 
ship. Her search of the town failed 
to unearth him, but he was finally arrested on 


a charge of desertion on a train which wus fast 


carrying him back to New York. She was 
handsome and elegantly appareled. Her 
camel's-hair shawl represented $2,700 and her 
solitaire diamond earrings $2,000 more. Her 
other garments and jewels were in keeping. 
They had spent part of a previous winter in the 
city, and were not entirely unknown. The 
comment to which the proceedings gave rise 
can be imagined. It soon became the 


tourists who were spending the winter in the 
South. Mr. Campbell furnished bonds for his 
appearance. Assault and battery perpetrated 
on the steamer were also laid at his door. Three 
days before giving this bond Campbell acknowl- 
edged service on a bill for alimony, and the 14th 
the bill was filed by Mrs. Campbell through her 
attorneys. The 17th of that month the matter 
was called in the Superior Court and a decision 
was rendered granting tem 
and awarding plaintiff at once, 
besides for counsel fees and $500 
to be placed in the registry of the court forthe 
future use of the complainant, with leave to 
complainant’s solicitors to move for $500 more. 
Mr. Campbell's attorneys took exception to the 
decree and the case was carried to Supreme 
Court, which affirmed the decision of the court

LEGAL COMPLICATIONS. 

Mr. Campbell meanwhile returned to New 
York. The 15 of April following his attorneys 
filed a bill for divorce, which was subsequently 
dismissed. The 20th ot May Mrs. Campbell 
was served with a copy of the proceedings of a 
divorce suit instituted in New York by Mr. 
Campbell. In the early part of the succeeding 
month Gov. Colquitt issued a requisition upon 
Gov. Cornell, of New York, for Campbell, but 
Gov. Cornell, for legal reasons deemed suffi- 
cient, refused to issue the extradition papers, 
>and Campbell remained in New York. The 
28th of June his counsel filed a petition for re- 
moval of his cause from the Superior Court to 
the United States Court, and the Ist of July the 
motion was overruled. When, the 14th of that 
month, the case for permanent alimony was 
taken up the proceedings attracted marked at- 
tention, the court-room being crowded to its 
utmost capacity every day for three days by 
the most fashionable attendance ever gracing 
such a trial in Savannah. 

RACY TESTIMONY. . 

The testi was racy in the extreme. The 
plaintiff alleged that Campbell had killed his 
first wife by his cruel treatment of r, and 
that a relative of the deceased had been obliged 
to pawn carpets in the house to pay the eral 
expenses. When shown the pawn ticket 
Campbell flew, she alleged, into a towering 
rage and drove the holder from the house. 

The husband put in a denial to all the all 
tions, dnd made no effort to traduce his wife's 
character, the most scandalous fault laid at her 
door being the use of language not found in 
Sunday-school books when she was in a passion. 
She alfeged that he was worth half a million of 
money and able to allow her abundant 
He admitted being worth $125,000. 

THE VERDICT AND SUBSEQUENT LITIGATION. 

The jury tound all the allegations against 
Mrs. — untrue, and that they had not 
deen made in good faith. They further de- 
creed that the defendant Campbell pay as ali- 
‘mony for the support of his wife and child 
$15,000 the Ist of August, 1882, and $15,000 
the ist of August annually thereafter, and 
that the payment of.these sums be secured by 
bond and security to be approved by the court. 
His counsel moved for a new trial, which was 
refused, when the case was carried to the Su- 
preme Court, which affirmed the proceedings of 
the lower court, as it had done in the proceed- 
ings above referred to. 

The case has since passed through various 

of litigation, the last being the removal 
by the defendant’s attorneys of the matter into 
the United States Court, where yesterday, on 
motion of the complainant's attorneys and 
after a number of able speeches on both sides, 
the case was remanded back to the State courts, 
when counsel for defendant gave notice for an 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court. In 
bringing the suit the plaintiff? announced that 
she had become a resident of Georgia. Camp- 
bell claims that she was a resident of New 
York, and that the State court bad no jurisdic- 
tion. No payments have yet been made on ac- 
count of the alimony allowed in this case, al- 
though the lady has an abundance of money, 
in consequence of the result of previous pro- 
ceedings in New York State, The decision of 
the United States Supreme Court is awaited 
with great interest.

OPERA-HOUSE FOR CHICAGO.

On the Southwest Corner of Washington 
and Clark Streets— Full Inſor- 
mation.

There is perhaps no piece of property in the 
centre of Chicago that for various reasons has 
drawn to itself more attention since the fire 
than that at the southwest corner ot Clark and 
Washington streets, upon Which the already 
‘rickety Exchange Building now stands. And 
there is none about the destiny of which there 
has been more speculation during the last year, 
for the reason that May 1 next a twenty-year 
lease of the ground will expire and the valuable 
property will be in the market. Or rather, it 
may be said, would have been in the market 
had not the important negotiations for a long 
lease of the property, which Tan ‘TRIBUNE is 
this morning permitted to make public, 
been carried to the satisfactory. point 


they-now occupy. And along with this valua- 
ble bit of information can alsp be published 
the main points respecting the ificent im- 


provement of the ground that has been 
jected, and which as soon as possible will be 
commenced and carried to completion. 

As a preliminary to this, it will not be unin- 
teresting to give a short history of this ground, 
that will for some time attract even more at- 
tention than ever before, with a statement of 
the circumstances that have ade the present 
lease possible. The lot in question has a front- 
age of 107 feet on Washington street by 182 
feet on Clark, and upon it is the three-story 
brick buildmg spoken of further on. Many 
years ago it was purchased by P. F. W. Peck 
for a sum not now known, but insignificant when 
compared with the present appraised . value. 
Upon it about twenty feet from each street was 
erected a church, which was used by a Presby- 
terian congregation until about 1862, when the 
spire was taken from it and it was leased to Mr. 

Brunswick, who converted it into the largest 
bilMard-hall that Chicago had yet boasted of. 
In 1864 Mr. Peck became anxious to lease the 
property, including the church, for a term of 
years, and he advertised for bids. The hichest 
bidder was Mr. W. K. Nixon, the well-known. 
real-estate dealer, and he was given a lease 
of the ground and church for a term of twenty 
years, at an annual rental of $13,248 for 
the first ten years, and revaluation at the end 
of that time and five years thereafter. Mr. 
Nixon immediately erected a block of stores and 
offices around the church, three stories and 
basement in hight, constructed of brick with 
stone trimmings, and the church was turned 
into a public hall and was known as Smith & 
Nixon’s Hall. In 1869 Mr. Nixon transferred the 
lease and sold the building to Mr. W. 8. Johnson 
for $175,000. In 1871 the fire swept the buila- 
ings away, leaving nothing but the bare lot. 
The ashes of the structure were scarcely cool 
when workmen were busy removing the débris, 
and the work of constructing the building, 
which is now scarcely an ofnament, although 
it was useful at the time, was begun. No time 
was lost in completing the structure, and it was 
one of the first and largest buildings ready for 
occupancy after the fire. The stores and offices 
in it were rented prompty at a good figure, 
and the aggregate of the first year’s rent was 
between ,000 and $65,000. Since that time 
the building has been well tenanted, and even 
now it brings in a gross income of nearly $50,-

$500,000 and $600,000, but the situation and the 
elegance of the structure will insure an in- 
come that will pay a handsome pércentage.

TARIFF REVISION. 

WORK IN THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Speolal.

PATENT LAW. 
MEASURES OF PROTECTION ron INNOCENT PUR- 
CHASERS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—The 
House has passed this week two bills of impor 
tance to all who use patented articles. The 
committee, in the report on the bill which 


passed yesterday, say: 

Much complaint has grown up in the country 
from the practice of persons owning patents, or 
pretending to own them, allowing the use of an 
article, sometimes for years, and then sending an 
| agent around and demanding damages from the 
holders of the article. Great annoyance has been 
the result. The committee have drawn the bill so 
as to protect the innocent purchaser of a patented 
article—purchased in good faith in the open mar- 
ket—from such annogance. The manufacturer and 
seller of a patented implement is the party that 
ought to be held liable and not the user of the arti- 
cle, who bought and used it innocently; or, in other 
words, who did not know he was infringing a patent. 

The text of this bill, which is the broader of 

the two, is as follows: 
. Phat no damage or profits shall de recovered, 
either in law or equity, from any defendant for the 
infringement of a patent when it shall appear upon 
the trial that he was a mere user for his own bene- 
ut and not in the manufacture of an article for 
sale, of any article or device purchased for a 
valuable consideration in open market without 
notice, and the same was subject to the patent sued 
on: but in all such cates the manfacturer or 
vender only shall be liable for damages or profits; 
provided, any such user shall be liable for 
damages and piste for infringement of such 
patent from and ter the time he shall have re- 
ceived notice that the article was subject to such 
patent if he continue to use the same. 

Sec. 2. That when in any case the use com- 
plained of was an article or device made by the de- 
fendant, or his empioyé, for bis own use and bene- 
fit. and notin the manufacture of an article for 
sale, the measure of recovery shall bea license 
fee. If in any such case a lice fee shall not have 
been established under the patent or patents sued 
on, then in any action at law the jury, and in any 
action in equity the court, shall ascertain what, 
under all the circumstances of the case, would be 


heréin contained shall apply to articles manu- 
factured outside of the United States; provided 
further, that nothing herein contained shal! apply 
to machinery held for sale orto beused for any 
manufacturing process whatever. 

Another bill, which was passed Mofiday on 
motion of Mr. Calkins, covers the same gen- 
eral principles, with some additional provis- 
fons to regulate practice. It is as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That in any suit brought here- 
after in any 9 having jurisdiction in patent 
cases for any alleged use or infringement of any 
patented article, device, process, invention, or dis- 
very where it shall appear that the defendant in 
such suit purchased the same in good faith for his 
own general use from the manufacturer thereof, 
or from a person or firm engaged in the open sale 
or practical application thereof, and applied the 
same for and to his own use, and did not 
purchase or hold the same for sale, 
be used in or for any manufacturing 
process, if the plaintiff shall pot recover the sum 
of $20 or over, he shall recover no costs, unless jt 
shall also appear that the defendant at the ti 
of such purchase or practical appiication bad actual 
knowledge or notice ef the existence of such pa- 
tent, or unless the ‘defendant puts in issue the 
plaintiff's right to recover anything in the suit; 
provided , that nothing herein contained shall ap- 
ply to articles manufactured outside of the United 
States; and provided, furthér, that said purchaser 
or user upon request by the owner of the letters 
patent alleged to infringed by him shall make 
known the vender and time and place of purchase 
of the article or articles for the use of which com- 
vlaint is made. 

Sec. 2. That in all suits hereafter brought as 
aforesaid against a defendant other than a manu- 
facturer or seller of such patented article, device, 
process, invention, or discovery, the plaintiff shall, 
‘at the commencement of such suit, give a bond, to 
the approval of the clerk, with sufficient surety, to 
be conditioned that the plaintiff will pay all costs 
and attorneys, fees that may be adjudged against 
him; and if the defendant shall finally prevail in 
such suit, the court shall allow costs and a reason- 
able sum, not exceeding $50, for counsel fees to 
the defendant, which shall be recoverable by suit 
in the name of the clerk, upon said bond, or by fee 
bill on execution. A failure by the plaintiff to give 
such bond shall on motion be ground for the dis- 
missal of the suit.

MAro's CASE—CHALMERS—MANNING. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Speolal.]— 
The Elections Committee today, by a vote of 9 
to 8, declared that Mayo, of Virginia, has a 
prima-facie right to his seat.

The Grand Jury Gets Plenty of It 

from Three “Tribune” Re- 
porters, 


Volumes of Testimony as to the Way 
the Lottery-Shops Fleece the 
Unwary. 


The Louisiana, Henry Oollege, and Parks’ 
Schemes How They Advertise Turn- 
ing Up the Tickets. 


“THE TRIBUNE'S” CRUSADE. 
HOW IT STARTED AND WHAT IT HAS ACCOM- 
PLISHED—THE GRAND JURY INTERVIEWS 
THE LOTTERY REPORTERS. 
With the object of seeing the law vindicated, 
and of diminishing the “skin games by 
which the fraudulent few grow rich at the ex- 
pense of the gulliblemany, THE TRIBUNE has 
at sundry times waged war against the lotteries 
of this city. It seemed an almost hopeless un- 
dertaking for a time to get the State authori- 
ties to take any action in the matter, and the 
lottery-men evidently considered they were 
quite safe from trouble in that direction, judg- 
ing by the open manner in which they adver- 
tised and carried on the business. The only 
trouble they have had has come from the Post- 
Office authorities, who have taken active steps 
to prevent the Jotteries using the mails, thereby 
throwing some sort of protection around the 
country “suckers.” Not the faintest shadow 
of an attempt, however, has been made 
for years to p the open sale 
of lottery tickets in this city, not- 
withstanding the plain and direct provisions 
of the State criminal code (Chap. 38, Sec. 180- 
185), which prescribes a penalty not exceeding 
$2,000 for the first offense, and the same fine 
with one year’s imprisonment in the County 
Jail for the second offense, against lottery- 
own agents, clerks, ticket-sellers, or others 
int ed in carrying on the scheme. The 
business here having grown to outrageously- 
large proportions, Tun TRIBUNE within the last 
month or so has made especial and repeated 
calls—editorially and otherwise—on State’s-At- 
torney Mills to indict the most flagrant viola- 
gore of the law, and in order that there might 
no excuse for non-interference has volun- 
teered to give satisfactory evidence against the 
leading lotterists if required to do 80. 
These calls seem to have at last had some ef- 
fect, the lottery business having occupied the 
attention of the grand jury for a couple of 
hours yesterday afternoon. The only witnesses 
examined were three TRIBUNE rters—not 
editors, just plain reporters—and, unlike the 
host of editorial witnesses who told the previ- 
ous grand jury what they didn’t know in the 
alleged Council bribery case, the reportorial 
trio showed that they were thoroughly posted 
in every twist and wrinkle of the subject under 
consideration.

were after him, of how there was little to fear 
from the authorities now, of how he paid cer- 
tain Officers for protection, and of how 
the witness could conduct the 
ness of a lottery agent with safety 
and profit. The witness added that all this 
matter was publisbed in Tun Tribune at that 
period, that the interviews as published were 
honest and conscientious reports of the conver- 
sations which took place, and that, 
this particular interview with Parks, the wit- 
ness was ready to testify to the accuracy of the 
report as printed. 

The witness was then questioned as to what 
newspapers in the city advertised these lot- 
teries. In reply, he was positive about having 
seen lottery advertisements in the Times, and 
believed he had also seen them in the Inter- 
Ocean. He had been told that the Herald pub- 
lished lottery advertisements, but did not know 
this of his own knowledge, as he rarely saw The 
paper. The advertisements he saw had been 
put in as reading notices—as ostensible items 
of news or original reportorial articles—and 
were, of course, paid for at a high rate on that 
account. Being asked if Tus Trirsecwne printed 
lottery advertisements, the witness said that it 
did not, and, to the best of his belief, had 
never done so. |

Upon the re- 
quest of the gentleman who addressed several 
inquiries to him he marked the tickets and the 
prize-list with an intensely private mark and 
handed them over for safe-keeping. The re- 
porter carefully took down the number of the 
second ticket and watched it go out of his 
sight with regretful eyes, remarking in a pa- 
thetic tone that the drawing for that ticket had 
not yet come off. Not that it would make any 
great amount of difference if the drawing 
never came off—for several reasons. In 
the first place, because it would be 
wrong to take $75,000 made in such a worldly, 
unregenerate scheme; secondly, because it 
would be hardly generous to take the capital 
prize now that the company were in tréuble 
and would have to be at such great expense 
for lawyers’ fees; and, thirdly, because the 
ticket would not draw a prize of even a new 


nickel. 

Several tlemen in various parts of the

Being 
also asked if Tue TRIBUNE sent him to get his 
tickets, he gently intimated that bis devotion 
to the gentleman who makes out his “ assign- 
ments was such that he had even thrown 
away his hard-earned cash to the extent of $2, 
hoping to please him. When asked if he ex- 
pected to be reimbursed, the reporter basbfully 
admitted that he roped so, but that the afore- 
said gentleman seemed to have forgotten all 
aboutit. Nobody appeuring to think that any 
further statement would add weight to the 
conclusive evidence giver by the rter he 
was given liberty to retire, which he did with a 
vague feeling that probably the lottery com- 
pany would be mean enough to make his ticket 
draw a blank, just because he had helped drive 
a nail in its coffin.

THE PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT MISSING. 

LEADVILLE, Colo., Jan. 23.—([Special. }—The 
First National Bank of this city closed its doors 
last night and went into liquidation. The 
stockholders say it will probably be able to pay 
75 cents on the dollar. President F. W. Dewalt 
and Nicholas Finn, Vice-President and one of 
the Directors, left the town in a carriage this 
morning at an early hour. They.did not say 
where they were going. The liabilities are es- 
timated to be $150,000 over the assets. A great 
many laboring-men and miners lost all they 
had, ranging from afew hundred up to thou- 
sands of dollars, and it is feared that when the 
miners in the mountains bear of the collapse 
they may resort to violence. The Sheriff and 
a posse are guarding the bank building. The 
Officers of the bank charge that the failure is 
due co damaging reports which have been cir- 
culated by enemies of the institution, causing 
depositors to withdraw. On the contrary, there 
are many rumors of alleged crookedness on the 
part of the President and other officers. 

bs THE NEWS IN DENVER. 

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 23.—The announcement 
that the First National Bank of Leadville closed 
its doors at midnight last night was received 
with considerable surprise here, notwithstand- 
ing its ultimate failure had long ‘been antici- 
pated in financial circles. The exact condition 
of the finances of the bank is at present unob- 
tainable, but the failure is generally believed 
to be a very bad one. The deposits will proba- 
bly aggregate $225,000, with no tangible assets.

20, 1880, was hanged at 12:54 today, 

Atan early hour this morning a crowd of 
5,000 people assembled outside the jail. The 
demand for entrance-tickets was so great that 
were held at $10 premium. When led 
from his cell Wheeler evinced unexpected firm- 
ness, and helped the officials to fix the straps on 
his legs. The only visible emotion was a 
twitching of his lips. He was attended by a 
Catholic priest. Although brought up a 
Quaker, he signified his desire to die in the Cath- 
olic faith. Being asked by the Sheriff if be had 
anything to say, be replied: “I forgive the 
world; may the world forgive me.“ The priest 
extended a crucifix, which he kissed, saying: 
Jesus, into Thy hands I commend my spirit.” 
The signal was given and the trap fell. His 
neck was broken and death was instantaneous. 
Not a muscle of the body quivered. 

Mrs. Stratton, a divorced woman who fre- 
quently visited Wheeler in cell, insisted last 
night on being married the strangier. 
Wheeler expressed his willingness, but the 
Sheriff took measures to prevent the ceremony. 


[Adele Tillson was a younger sister of Wheeler's 
wife. He became enamored of her in New York, 
an unlawful intimacy followed, and a child was 
born. His wife condoned the offense and continued 
to permit her sister to live with them, fully aware 
that the criminal intimacy between the two con- 
tinued. They went to San Francisco in 1880, when 
another child was born to Adele. Shortly after 
a young miner met Miss Tillson, admired 
her, proposed, and was accepted. When Wheeler 
learned the fact, he entered his sister-in-law’s 
room, took her in his lap, pretending to joke with 
her, seized her by the throat, and choked her to 
death. He then squeezed the body into an empty 
Saratoga trunk, and surrendered himself at the po- 
lice station, saying that he could not see her be- 
come thé wife of any man. A series of trials fol-

A DESPERADO LYNCHED, .

BISHOP HORATIO POTTER. 
HIS EPISCOPAL POWERS DELEGATED TOs HIS 
ASSISTANT. 


- New York, Jan. 23.— [Special.] There would 
seem to be no room for doubt that the Rt.-Rev. 
Horatio Potter, senior Bishop of the Episcopal 
Diocese of New York, has delegated all the 
powers of his office to his recently-appointed 
assistant, the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter. Al- 
though the fact of the assignment is not gen- 
erally known to the city it has been known to 
the clergy of the church for over a month. 
Bishop Potter executed an assignment of all 
his Episcopal powers to his assistant last month, 
and that when the latter asked the Rev. R. 
Heber Newton to discontinue his sermons on 
the Bible he really had it in his power to sus- 
pend Mr. Newton from his pulpit had that gen- 
tleman not promptly complied with the request. 
Bishop Potter is 88 years old, sick and feeple, 
and the election of an.assistant to aid him was 
prompted mainly by a desire to give him the op- 
portunity to shift the burden from his own 
shoulders should he so desire. He did this by 
executing an instrument which was handed to 
the Secretary of the Standing Committee of 
the diocese at its last meeting, Dec. 18, 
which formally invested the Assistant 
Bishop with all the authority of his office. This 
document is in the nature of an ecclesiastical 
ota of attorney, and under it the Assistant 

shop may act in any matter involving the ec- 


clesiastical law of ‘the diocese and the dis- 
cipline of the church, not only without the per-

The power of the Senior Bishop is conveyed ab- 
solutely to his assistant, but he still retains his 
office, title, and emoluments, and has the pow- 
er to resume his authority at any time that he 
may see fit.

corn—nearly $40,000,000 worth of corn and meal 
having gone out last year. The returns for the 
last half year, however, are less satisfactory, for 
they show clearly the effects of mis- 
chievous speculntion. The decrease in 
value of breadstuffs exported for the half 
year is $30,000,000, in spite of an increase of $11,- 
600,000 in corn. In wheat alone the loss is $41,000,- 
000, and in flour nearly $2,500,000. Notwithstand- 
ing the enormous aécumulation of wheat, from the 
crop of 1882 probably 55,000,000 bu, and from 
the crop of 1883 fully 420,000,000 bu, against an es- 
timated consumption of 207,000,000 bu for food and 
seed in this country, which would leave 178,000,000 
ba for export, the average export price of wheat 
taken out during the last half-year has been $1.09, 
against $1.12 for the same part of 1882. The con- 
sequence is that out of 178.000.000 for sale, we have 
succeeded in selling only 60,216,252 bu, including 
flour, in the first half of the crop year. This leaves 
about 118,000,000 bu yet to be sold, or to be carried 
over to next year. 

A handsome increase appears in the exports of 
provisions and dairy products for 1883, which 
amounted to $114,228,956, against $96,934,423 in 1882. 
There was little increase in cheese, and only $2.500,- 
000 in butter, about $1,200,000 In tallow, only $600,- 
000 in lard, and a decrease of $550,000 in pork. But 


at the Increase in hams was $2,600,000, and in bacon 


$4,300,000, while the exports of fresh beef rose 
from $5,375,480 in 1882 to $11,748,165 in 1883. It 
seems that we sent out last year 55,000 tons of fresh 
beet, and 11,927 tons during the last two months. 
In November and December, 1882, the price was 
about 100, and in the same month of 1833 only 
about 9c. The average price of bacon also de- 
clined from 10.8¢ in December, 1882. to about 
9.10 in December, 1883. and there was also a 
decline in hams and in butter. By offering our sur- 
plus at more reasonable rates we find a larger mar- 
ket for it, in spige ot the restrictions of European 
Governments. 
The United States wheat crop of 1875 was 420,- 
000,000 bu, with a preceding crop of 265.000.0080 ba. 
At the beginning of 1879 the price of wheat in Eu- 
gland was 39s 7d and here (Jan. 21) Se., with a 
stock of about 6,000,000 ba in Chicago and a visible 
supply of 19,000,000 bu. Our last year's crop was 
420,000,000 bu, with a preceding one of 516,000,000 
bu, with corresponding prices 38s 10a and oe, a 
stock here of 12,500,000 bu and a visible supply of 
35.000.000 bu: It may be of interest to compare 
these figures with the fact that the export demand 
is nothing like so brisk as it was five years ago.
